1.3.if he had notftood ia 
need of him. Now the truth is, our Church hath no necd of fuck 
aSyou,unlcarned, a fclte-conceited hatmaker 3. Spemrer,a Wave- 
riag minded fellow,a ſtable unftable companion 1n all his waies, 
hiving beenc a Servingman, a Porter, a Groome to a Stable, a 
Chandlcr, a Weaver, yea more, of as many trades almoſt as re- 
ligions : but the Church hath aced ef him,ſo he ſaith, But I {xy 
it isa proud ſpecch. It is true, that inthic beginning of Queene 
Elizabeths reigne, the Popiſh Pricfts 3nd Friers being diſin:tfled, 
there was a ſcarcity for the preſent of learned men, and fo ſome 
tradeſmen were permitted to leave their trades, and berake 
themſelves tothe miniſtery ; bur it was necefli:y that did then 
conſtraine foto doe : but thankes bee to God we have now no 
ſuch neccflity,and therefore this praQtice ot you and your com- 
ragues cafts an ill aſperſionnpon our good God, that doth fur« 
niſh eur Church pleatifully with learned men ; and it doth alfo 
{candabze our Ci:urch, as if we ftood in need of ſuch as youto 
preach the Goſpel. Bur you will ſ»y thatour Lord choſe trade.

1ame God that choſe them, hath called you. Your wiſedbne is 
great, and.it is wittily ſaid : but the tree is knowne by the fruir, 
and it youcan doe the like workes as they did, wee will belecve 
that you have the like calling as they had. Canyou ſpeake w.th 
ftraoge tongues, and wotke miracles £ When our Lord cheſe 
mechanicks tobe his meſlengers'and minifters , it was to ſhew 
his power,thar very babes ſhould perfit his praiſe,and contound 
the wiſedome of the world, when luch mighty workes ſhould 
-be cffcRed by ſuch weake inſtruments. And indeed it was ſaid 
by Moſes, that God gave the Law in ſuch wonders, that Aoſes 
law might for ever be belceved : ſoet Chriſt, that his Goſpell 
might for ever bee beleeved. Hee choſe ſuch as knew not their 
letters, ignorant men, Ad.4.13. which made the world rg won- 
der how they could doe ſuch things. God gaveteſtimony both 
»ith fignes and wonders, and divers miracles, and gifts of ghe 
Holy Ghoſt, Hcb.2. 4. but we ſce none of theſe things in you

ccivethe fimplezin that you come not much b-hinde the Icfui's, 
but like Z-#nts 2nd Jambres. ye havecunnine {1 i-hts:o brrvitch: 
add. deceive theſinple. Away with theſe ticks, pur off vour 
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vizatds,and turne honeſt men, follow your trades painfully, pay 


your debts honeſtly,relceve the poor charitably, beare burdens 


with your neighbours willingly, obey your governors readily, 
if you would doe thus, wee ſhould not have fo nzupy ſ{cRuries. 


and beggers about the towne. I tell you I am angry with you, 
my very purle fecles-it, it is your enticing to Conventicles and 
private meetings that makes men and women to negleR their 
callings and trades two orthree dayes a wceke to follow your 
heeles ; and though they doe not follow you ſo oft, yet they 
ſpend away that precious time that they ſhould work forthem- 
{: Ives and families, and be able to releevethe pore, to prate of 


your doQrines, andto ſet other upon admiring what firange 


vifts and abilicics you have given of God. If this be not ſo, how 
comes it to paſſe in ſuch a City as this, acere the one 'halte of 
men that 'dreakes are bialed your way ? and how many pocre 
families in cvery pariſh receive almes, and rudnein debt, and 
make no conſcience of paying, and yet they moſt bee at your 


mectings, like buſie-bodies, ſpending away their rime in chat- 
ting one with another, cenſuring thoſe of their neighbours that 


are not as fooliſh and fatious as themſelves. Mr. Greene, Mr, 


Greene, leave off thele wayes, bring home ſuch as you have cau- 


ſedto ftray. Ic is ſuch as you that vent your venoms 2gainſt our 
godly Preachers, and the divine Prayers of our Church, yea, a- 
giinft all ſfolemne {cr forme of prayers, all is from Antichriſt, 
but th:e whichyou preach is moft divine, thit comes-tieſh trom 
the ſpirit, the other is an old dead ſacrifice compoled (I ſhuuld 
have faid killed) fo long time agone, that now it ſtinkes.
